sole duties of 
this department being to evolve, 
after careful

“Unanimous adoption of this resolu­ 
tion by the delegates of automobile , 
clubs representing every county in j 
the stat* indicates how the motor- i 
ing public feels about such a step,” 
he stated.

cities and there is every reason to 
tu tte d thai such. a branch of state 
government could evolve and put 
into force ways and means of curb­ 
ing the toll of the motor vehicle in 
Pennsylvania.

Penn’s council, the signing of the free school bill and the defense of the 
fret school law of 1834. The defense of the public school system was par­ 
ticularly effective. The .scene showed a cotton of the state legislature 
in 1835 when a motion to repeal the 1834 free school law was before the 
house. After all tht* members spoke in favor of repeal, John Brehm. Jr., 
as Thaddeus Steve na, the Adams county representative, made an impas­ 
sioned address w hich swung the tide of battle and saved the day for the 
free public school system.

Tile treaty supersedes that of 
1903, which carried many provisions 
concerning Cuban international and

Naval Rights Allowed 
The new treaty contains five ar­ 
ticles, the most important of which 
continue American rights in the 
present American 
naval base at 
Guantanamo, 
and 
provide

either nation, in case of epidemics, 
may close its ports to the trade of 
the other. 
American rights in the Bahia 
Honda naval base, on the north 
shore of Havana Bay, which has 
never been developed, are aban­ 
doned in the new treaty. All other 
provisions of the 1903 treaty are 
likewise abandoned.

ONCE read that a m an should work as though he were to live forever, 
but th a t he should live as though he were to die tom orrow! 
A wonder­ 
ful plan, it seems to me. 
People who do no useful work are never happy. N either are those who 
depend upon others to do work th at they them selves should do. 
Work 
is a privilege. There is nothing sadder than a m an w ithout work, who 
sincerely wants work—unless it is the man who w ants work yet makes no 
effort whatsoever to get it. 
W ork always regenerates and builds—no m atter w hat th a t work may 
be. 
Many of us work at tilings th a t we do not like, b u t it is better to do 
som ething th at you do not like to do than to do nothing. 
O ne of the thrills of one’s life will always be w hen the first dollar 
is earned. 
Even after th a t dollar has been spent, th e thrill of earning 
it rem ains. 
Work of any honest kind is always dignified. 
I t clothes our respect 
and gives stability to one’s character. 
Millet, the great French artist, became im m ortal by depicting workers, 
those whose feet hugged the soil—men with hoes, w ith forks in the field, 
w’ith wheelbarrows, and spades turning up the m oist earth . 
There is a 
solem nity and beauty about everything th at he did, a sim plicity of ex­ 
pression that has a spiritual note to it. 
Some of our greatest novelists, like Hardy and M ary Webb, have im ­ 
m ortalized workers in the field and their love of th e countryside has 
been translated into veritable w ritten pictures of th e good earth. 
Cromwell was once a farm er. 
Tolstoy wrote of th e peasant. H am ­

After 24 Hours With His 
Hand on Switch of Auto 


Alameda. Cal., June I (AP).—-Aft­ 
er waiting twenty-four hours for 
sleep to cause his fingers to slip from 
a swith and cause an explosion that 
would blow him to bits. Prank Ben­ 
nett, unemployed 
mechanic, 
sud­ 
denly abandoned his suicide scheme 
Thursday afternoon. 
Apparently highly nervous after a 
day and night in his dynamite­ 
laden automobile, he unexpectedly 
signaled police he was preparing to 
surrender. 
Then he laid aside the 
detonation switch with which he 
had constantly threatened to set off 
the blast, and stepped wearily from 
his car. 
Taken to Jail 
Police, 
approaching 
cautiously, 
asked him whether he had aban­ 
doned his plot. 
He nodded. 
The 
officers Immediately seized him and 
rushed him to jail. 
Other policemen were ordered to 
prevent a surging mob from ap­ 
proaching 
Bennett’s 
automobile, 
which contained 104 sticks of dyna­ 
mite and five quarts of nitroglycerin 
Police expressed fear any jar would 
set off a terrific blast. 
Throughout 
Wednesdtay 
night 
and Thursday Bennett, who is' be­ 
tween 42 and 46 years of age, had 
sat bolt upright in his rattle-trap 
automobile, parked on a stretch of 
I marshy land about IOO yards from 


by the throng might nettle the mad­ 
man or cause him to make the fate­ 
ful move. 
Toward Midday Bennett delivered 
a warning to tile police that he 
hadn’t quite made up his mind yet 
whether he would let go with the 
blast. 
Up to that time only one officer, 
Policeman William Pries, who first 
spotted Bennett at Neptune Beach 
and persuaded him to move away 
from that thickly populated section 
to the vacant marsh land, had been 
able to approach the plotter.
